Claim 1 recites the combination of a hydrodynamic coupling device comprising a 
housing, a first friction element, at least a second friction element, a first channel in one 
of the friction surfaces with first and second channel sections, a circumferentially 
extending second channel in the other of the friction surfaces arranged so that in a first 
rotational position of the friction elements parts of the other friction surface are opposite 
the second channel, and so that in a second relative position of the friction elements the 
parts are in contact with one of the friction surfaces, wherein the second channel 
establishes a fluid connection between the first channel sections and second channel 
sections when the first friction surface contacts the second friction surface..
